and wheat during the last 10 years is the aim of a present 
study of the Biological Science Communication Project at The 
George Washington University. 

Funded by a $100,300 grant from the Rockefeller Foundation, 
the study will utilize eight foreign students who have been 
selected by the Foundation. Representing six countries plus 
the United States, these students will research practical problems 
related to the bibliography while they also work on their Master 
of Science Degree in Library Science at Catholic University. All 
the students are employed in some type of library in their home 
country. 

According to Dr. Charles W. Shilling, director of the 
Biological Science Communication Project, the study is an 
outgrowth of the government's concern for the growing shortage 
of food in the country as well as the world. Together with the 
Foundation, the government is sponsoring research on various food 
types, attempting to discover new production methods which might 
increase the yield of such products. As a part of this program, 
the bibliography will provide one central source of all material 
written about corn and wheat during the slated time period.

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Miss Olga Lendvayova, head of the "Bibliography" study 
at the University, has already begun the research by clipping 
citations of sources in the Bibliography of Agriculture . This 
source, says Miss Lendvayova, is the primary one, but will be 
added to by the material in 10 secondary sources. 

The students, when they arrive, will help Miss Lendvayova, 
by researching these citations. They will work for the project 
during the week while they are carrying a full academic schedule 
at Catholic University. The research on the project will give 
the students three hours of credit toward their degree. Present 
plans call for the students to arrive during the summer and remain 
in Washington at least two years.

For many years the university has had the policy of making it possible 
for a full-time employee to have a scholarship for one three-hour course 
each semester, provided attendance at class did not interfere with the 
employee's work. 

A full-time employee of George Washington may now enroll for 12 
credit hours per year at the university and her spouse (or his as the 
case may be) may enroll for any number of courses at the university at 
half-tuition. In terms of dollars and cents this means that a. husband 
can be awarded half of the full-time tuition which would be equal to 
$406.25 per semester. 

A mother working at George Washington can provide study towards 
undergraduate degrees for her children. Full undergraduate tuition at 
the university is provided for dependent children of full-time employees. 
This full-tuition equals $812.50 per semester.

PRQfESSOR PROTZMAN OF GWU 

Merle Irving Protzman, Professor Emeritus of Romance 
Languages at The George Washington University, died Tuesday, 

July 11, 1967, after a long illness. He was 72. 

Born in Ringgold, Maryland, on July 2, 1G95, he attended 
Waynesboro High School in Waynesboro, Pennsylvania. Professor 
Protzman held the degrees of Bachelor of Arts (1918) and Master 
of Arts (1919) from Dickenson College, Carlisle, Pennsylvania, 
and Doctor of Philosophy from Johns Hopkins University (1940). 

He came to George Washington in 1920 as instructor in romance 
languages and served successively as Assistant Professor, 
Associate Professor and Professor of Romance Languages over a 
period of 41 years. He was awarded the honored status of 
Professor Emeritus at the February 22, 1961 Winter Convocation 
of the University. During his years at George Washington he 
also served for brief periods as Acting Dean of the Columbian 
College and as executive officer of the Department of Romance 
Languages. The emeritus citation noted his "delight in work 
in the classroom and his well deserved reputation as a scholarly 
editor and master teacher!" He was recognized on October 5, 1945 
by the General Alumni Association of the University for his fine 
service as a teacher.

GWU MEDICAL SCHOOL NAMES 
NEW ORTHOPEDIC DEPARTMENT HEAD 

The George Washington University School of Medicine has reinstated a 
Department of Orthopedics and named Dr. John P. Adams as Chairman. The academic 


recalls th^ period from 1894 to 1931, when Orthopedic Surgery was a department

and pioneer orthopedist A. R. Shands, Sr., its first Professor. Orthopedics 
later became a sub-specialty of the Department of Surgery, where it has continued 
until the present. 

Dr. Adams, Professor of Orthopedic Surgery and Chairman of the Orthopedic 
Section at GW Hospital, is an expert on surgical problems of the hand. Editor of 
three volumes of Current Practice in Orthopedic Surgery (1963, 1964, 1966), he 
has written or co-authored 30 publications and presentations. In addition, he is 
a consultant on orthopedic or hand surgery to: Veterans Administration Hospitals, 
Walter Reed, Division of Indian Health (PHS), Naval Medical Center, Howard 
University, Chief of the Hand Clinic at D. C. General Hospital and the Division 
of Maternal and Child Health (D. C. Health Dept.). 

A member of GW*s medical faculty since 1953, Dr. Adams rose through the 
academic r^nks from Assistant Clinical Professor to Professor, a rank he attained 
in 1964, and is now a member of the Executive Faculty, He headed GW Hospital 1 s 
Disaster Medicine Service for 10 years, served on its MEND Committee for eight, 
and serves on the Advisory Committee on Rehabilitation.

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He is an Examiner for the American Board of Orthopaedic Surgery and active 

l 

on numerous committees of the American Academy of Orthopaedic Surgeons, American 
Orthopaedic Association, American Society for Surgery of the Hand and the World 
Federation of Hand Societies. 

Dr. Adams is also Chairman of the Committee on Medical Aspects of Sports 
and Physical Fitness of the D. C. Medical Society. 

He is in charge of CARE-MEDICO's orthopedics program and a member of MEDICO's 
Advisory Council on Orthopaedics Overseas. In 1966 Dr. Adams served a tour of 
duty in Tunisia for CARE-MEDICO, treating Tunisian patients, mostly children, and 
instructing native doctors in modern orthopedic procedures. 

A native Missourian, the new Department Chairman received his B.S. degree 
from the University of Missouri and his M.D. from the Washington University School 
of Medicine, St. Louis. After serving a rotating internship in Wilmington, Dela., 
Dr. Adams became Resident Orthopedist at Duke Hospital, Duke University School 
of Medicine, and Instructor in Orthopedics. 

Dr. Adams also served 37 months active duty as a captain in the U. S. Army 
Medical Corps and was appointed Medical Director in the U. S. Public Health Service 
Reserve in 1962. 

Dr. and Mrs. Adams and their son John, Jr., reside at 3008 32d. St., N. W., 
in Washington, D. C.
